The late Maj. Gen. William J. 
JDonovan yesterday was credited 
with being one of the first men 
to recognize the Soviet threat 
to world peace. 

Giving credit to the general 
(for spotting this threat at a 
time when the western world 
hailed the Soviets as World War 
U Allies was Allen W. Dulles, 
director of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency. He spoke at a 
memorial luncheon for the gen- 
eral in Hotel Lafayette.
